Ideas Offered 
For Installing 
New Flooring 


Bv ANDY T ANT, 
AP Newsfeatures 
We have a stock answer f o r 
readers who ask about a do-it- 
yourself installation of a hard­ 
wood floor. 
Don’t try it. we always advise, 
unless you have had some exper­ 
ience in working with wood. On 
the other hand, assuming that 
you have such experience 
you 
probably will get a better result 
than you expected if you work 
carefully and follow certain fun­ 
damentals. 
Hardwood 
flooring comes 
in 
oak, maple, birch, beech, pecan, 
walnut and several other varie­ 
ties which are a bit more diffi­ 
cult to obtain. 
All these woods are available 
in strips, planks, unit blocks and 
parquet. T h e r e are different 
widths, several grades and both 
tongue-and-grooved 
and square- 
edged styles. 
This discussion will be confin­ 
ed to strip flooring — the long 
strips of wood you »ee in most 
homes that have hardwood floors. 
It also will be confined to the 
tongue-and-grooved type, s i n c e 
this makes a neater job and is 
stronger. 
Whether the floor is being laid 
over an old one or over a rough 
subfloor, the method of installa­ 
tion is pretty much the same. 
Two preliminary steps are ne­ 
cessary. Be sure any loose boards 
are nailed down securely. And 
cover the floor with strips of 
building 
paper, 
placing 
them 
lengthwise in the same direction 
in which the flooring will be laid. 
If there is a baseboard, remove 
it before starting the project. 
The first strip of wood is laid 
parallel to the wall but with a 


space of from one-quarter to one- 
half an inch to allow for possi­ 
ble expansion. 
The groove of the board should 
be facing the wall, with the tongue 
facing the center of the room 
This first strip is face-nailed; thai 
is, nailed through the top of the 
board into the subfloor or o ld 
floor. The nails should be placed 
at intervals of about IO inches 
Next, the same board is nailed 
through the tongue into the floor 
beneath. 
The nailing should be at a 45- 
degree angle, because if it is done 
straight down, the tongue wi l l 
split. It is almost impossible to 
drive a nail all the way down with 
a hammer, as the head of the 
hammer will damage the tongue 
Therefore, drive the nail until it 
is almost flush with the wood, 
then use a nailset to drive it the 
rest of the way. 
Each succeeding board is then 
placed so that its groove fits over 


j the tongue of the preceding strip 
The tongue of each board is 
nailed in the manner just describ­ 
ed. but there is no face nailing 
Where the groove of one board 
does not easily fit over the tongue 
of another, place the groove of a 
short length of scrap flooring 
over the tongue of the board about 
j to be nailed. 
Hammer the sides of the scrap, 
thus driving the flooring together 
without damaging the wood. The 
hammer marks will show only in 
the piece of scrap wood. 
From there on the procedure is 
the same. When you get close 
to the other side of the room, you 
may find that you do not have 
sufficient room to toe nail the last j 
two rows of boards. 
The row next to last can be fit- j 
ted in place without nailing, but j 
be sure it is a snug fit. The last! 
row will have to be face nailed, i 
just as you did with the first row j 
of boards. It may be necessary to J 
do some sawing to get a proper! 
fit, which will be the case in oth- J 


er places in the room, such as 
near a doorway.

Thermoplastics can be softened 
by heating and then reshaped 
with only a very slight loss of 
quality. Thermosetting materials 
cannot be reshaped by heating 
and thus are excellent for such 
things as table tops, where they 
must withstand a certain amount 
of heat without damage. Vinyl 
floor tile is an excellent exam­ 
ple of a thermoplastic. 
Ordinarily hard and rigid, it 
can be softened by the applica­ 
tion of heat. Another example of 
a thermoplastic is styrene, used 


for wall tiles, insulation and as a 
liner for refrigerator doors. 
The chaw thirties of plastics 
are changed considerably by the 
addition of other materials, such 
as asbestos fiber, clay, wood.

Ceiling Windows 
Prove Practical 
And Inexpensive 


Bt DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
The type of window known as 
a ceiling window wan unknown 
until quite recently, hut has be­ 
e n m e a very popular item in 
many modem homes because of 
its many advantages and the econ­ 
omy it presents. 
It generally is agreed that these 
windows permit very good ventila­ 
tion because they are located high 
up in the wall where heat ac­ 
cumulates tinder the ceiling. 
It also is recognized that they 
offer a lot of privacy, since the 
occupants of a room can look out 
of them easily, hut people out­ 
side the house find them above 
eye level 
There is no doubt at all that 
ceiling 
windows 
increase 
t h e 


amount of usable wall space in 
a room Beds, dressers and other 
furniture are usually of a type 
which fit well along the wall be­ 
low them 


There is the certainty that ac­ 
tive children will find it almost 
impossible to fall out of them. The 
cost of a single, double or triple- 
sash ceiling window is about one- 
half of the cost of a standard 
size double-hung window — an­ 
other reason for their popularity. 
Most of these ceiling windows 
are hinged at the top edge of the 
sash and are opened bv b e i n g 
pushed outward. This has b e e n 
found a good feature as they keep 
rain out better than an o p e n 
standard window 
The s m a l l 
brackets which hold them in full 
or partially open position are also 
used .o lock them in a closed po­ 
sition. 


In a house where some of the 
rooms lack cross ventilation and 


the owner intends to correthe 
condition by installing a n o t h e r 
window, the use of the ceiling 
window will be found both prac­ 
tical and inexpensive.

For Installing 
New Flooring

We have a stock answer f o r 
readers who ask about a do-it- 
yourself installation of a hard­ 
wood floor. 
Don’t try it, we always advise, 
unless you have had some exper­ 
ience in working with wood. On 
the other hand, assuming that 
you have such experience 
you 
probably will get a better result 
than you expected if you work 
carefully and follow certain fun­ 
damentals. 
Hardwood 
flooring 
comes 
in 
oak, maple, birch, beech, pecan, 
walnut and several other varie­ 
ties which are a bit more diffi­ 
cult to obtain 
All these woods are available 
in strips, planks, unit Works and 
parquet. T h e r e are different 
widths, several grades and both 
tongue-and-grooved 
and square- 
edged styles 
This discussion will be confin­ 
ed to strip flooring — the long 
strips of wood you -»ee in most 
homes that have hardwood floors. 
It also will he confined to the 
tongue-and-grooved type, s i n c e 
this makes a neater job and is 
stronger. 
Whether the floor is being laid 
over an old one or over a rough 
subfloor, the method of installa­ 
tion is pretty much the same 
Two preliminary steps are ne­ 
cessary. Be sure any loose boards 
ar® nailed down securely. And 
cover the floor with strips of 
building 
paper, 
placing 
them 
lengthwise in the same direction 
in which the flooring will be laid. 
If there is a baseboard, remove 
it before starting the project. 
The first strip of wood is laid 
parallel to the wall hut with a 


space of from one-quarter to one- 
half an inch to allow for possi­ 
ble expansion. 
The groove of the board should 
lie facing the wall, w ith the tongue 
facing the center of the room 
This f.rst s*rip is faee-nailed; thai 
is, nailed through the top of the 
hoard into the subfloor or o I d 
floor. The nails should be placed 
at intervals of alxwt IO inches 
Next, the same board is nailed 
through the tongue into the floor 
beneath. 
The nailing should be at a 45- 
degree angle, because if it is done 
straight down, the tongue w i l l 
split. It is almost impossible to 
drive a nail all the way down with 
a hammer, as the head of the 
hammer will damage the tongue 
Therefore, drive the nail until it 
is almost flush with the wood. 
then use a nailset to drive ii the 
rest of the way. 
Each succeeding board is then 
placed so that its groove fits over 
the tongue of the preceding strip 
The tongue of each board is 
nailed in the manner just describ­ 
ed, but there is no face nailing 
Where the groove of one board 
does not easily fit over the tongue 
of another, place the groove of a 
short length 
of 
scrap 
flooring 
over the tongue of the hoard about 
to he nailed. 
Hammer the sides of the scrap, 
thus driving the flooring together 
without damaging the wood. The 
hammer marks will show only in 
the piece of scrap wood. 
From there on the procedure is 
the same. When you get close 
to the other side of the room, you 
may find that you do not have 
sufficient room to toe nail the last 
two rows of boards. 
The row next to last can be fit­ 
ted in place without nailing, but 
be sure it is a snug fit. The last 
row will have to be face nailed, 
just as you did with the first row 
of boards. It may he necessary to 
do some sawing to get a proper 
fit, which will be the case in oth­ 


er places in the room, such as 
near a doorway. 


Here Are Ways 
To I se Plastics 


Question: I have a home work­ 
shop and have done a considera­ 


ble amount of work with wood 
Lately I have become interested 


in plastics and intend to work 
with 
them. 
I

across the terms thermoplastic 
and have a vague idea of 
they mean, but would like some 
more definite and detailed infor­ 
mation about them. 


Answer: There are very many 


different types of plastic in use 


as building materials. 


Thermoplastics can be softened 
by heating and then reshaped 
with only a very slight loss of 
quality. Thermosetting materials 
cannot be reshaped by heating 
and thus are excellent for such 
things as table tops, where they 
must withstand a certain amount 
of heat without damage 
Vinyl 
floor tile is an excellent exam­ 
ple of a thermoplastic 


Ordinarily hard and rigid, it 
can be softened by the applica 
hon of heat. Another example of 
a thermoplastic is styrene, used 


for wall tiles, insulation and as a 
liner for refrigerator doors. 
The ch.i« We [sties of plastics 
are changed considerably by the 
addition of other materials, such 
as asbestos fiber, clay, w o o d . 
paper and so on.
